synchronize. 

By contrast, the present invention utilizes Absolute position (e.g., move to' 
coordinates x543, y234) such that the process of diving to the origin and then back is not 
necessary. In fact, paragraph [0035] of the specification references the elimination of 
"rather complex sets of algorithms, which may be 
messages and signals." 

Accordingly, the applied references do not
